Six Weeks’ Maneuvers To 
Engage 58,600 Men, 500 


in Technical Problems. 


AREA WILL INCLUDE 
ALASKA AND HAWAII 


Attack, Defense Tactics 
Will Test Materials, 
Vessels and Personnel. 


SAN PEDRO, Cal., March 1.— 
(P)—A vivid six-week drama of 
war in the Pacific will start 
March 14. 

It is the annual maneuvers of 
the United States fleet. “Fleet 
problem 19” is the title. The play- 
ers are 3,600 officers and 55,000 
men aboard 150 surface ships and 
500 fighting airplanes. 

The theater extends from the 
Aleutian Islands and Alaska, down 
to Hawaii and across to the west 
coast of the United States. Three 
problems of naval warfare are in- 
volved. 

Admiral C. C. Bloch, comman- 
der-in-chief of the fleet, lifted the 
veil of secrecy enough to outline 
12 parts of the drama today. He 
said the exercises are designed to 
afford the maximum amount of 
fleet training, training of person- 
nel and tests of material under 
varying conditions of sea and 
weather. 

The three main acts are unre- 
lated. They are tactical and stra- 
tegic problems. 


Twelve Parts Announced. 

The 12 parts were officially an- 
nounced as follows: 

1. Departure of two fleets from 
San Diego and San Pedro, 

2. A fast-striking white fleet, 
with heavy cruisers and giant sky 
bombing patrols, commanded by 
Vice Admiral W. T. Tarrant, de- 
fends a coastline with orders to 
defeat a powerful dreadnought 
force, the black fleet—battleships, 
aircraft carriers, destroyers—com- 
manded by Admiral E. C. Kalbfus. 
There will be surprise encounters, 
day and night, including use of 
submarines and all types of naval 
aircraft. - 

3. Admiral Bloch resumes com- 
mand of the whole fleet for tac- 
tics. 

4. Division of forces for second 
big war problem. 

5. Powerful blue fleet, com- 
manded by Admiral Bloch, at- 
tacks Hawaiian area. Red fleet, of 
submarines, sky patrols and fast 
craft defends Hawaii, under com- 
mand of Rear Admiral O. G. Mur- 
fin, commandant there, The fleet 
marine force, commanied by Ma- 
jor General L. M. Little, will land. 

Four Parts Incidental. 

Parts 6, 7, 8 and 9 will be op- 
erations in the Hawaiian area, 
fleet tactics under direction of Ad- 
miral Bloch, and periods at an- 
chor for provisions, fueling, rec- 
reation and upkeep.

Too Soon for Planned Exotic Exit 


GARDONE, Italy, 
(UP)—Gabrielle D’Anrunzio, It- 
aly’s eccentric soldier-poet, died 
tonight from a brain hemorrhage 
in the library of his villa in the 
Alpine foothills where ne had been 
awaiting death for 16 years and 
improvising bizarre ways of meet- 
ing it. 

Death came too quickly, howev- 
er, for the 74-year-old poet to use 
any of his exotic exists, and he 
died slumped over his desk.

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A BUSINESSMAN REPLIES. 

Bernard Baruch, testifying before the sen- 
ate committee on unemployment, comes to the 
defense of business as a whole when he lays 
the chief blame for the present economic re- 
cession directly at the door of government. 
His charge that unemployment is the result 
of the attitude of the administration toward 
business, in the past, expresses the feeling of 
the vast majority of “big” and “little’’ busi- 
nessmen the nation over. 

Unwise tax policies and fear of future leg- 
islation which may practically confiscate 
reasonable profits are the root causes of busi- 
ness failure to continue its upward swing of 
the earlier months of 1937, according to the 
well-known financier. Capital, both in large 
and small quantities, has withdrawn from in- 
vestment and the man with money, whether 
he be financial magnate or average investor, 
‘is too afraid of possible renewed assaults on 
“business” to place his funds in normal indus- 
trial activities, 

Mr, Baruch agrees, he stated, with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt that the national income could 
reach $100,000,000,000 a year, instead of the $67,- 
500,000,000 which is the approximate total 
today. ; 

Modification of the undistributed profits 
and capital gains taxes is urged by Mr. Baruch 
as an important step necessary before busi- 
ness can reawaken and begin putting people 
back to work. Further than this, he advocates 
a thorough revision of the federal income tax 
structure with the object of discovering its 
greatest efficiency as a revenue producer un- 
der the law of diminishing returns. 

It is believed that congress will drastically 
modify the two first named taxes. The house 
committee on finance has so recommended in 
its tax-bill report and the demand for this ac- 
tion is so universal it is unlikely congress will 
fail to heed. 

If this is done, there is definite hope the 
nation will once again witness an upward trend 


of the economic index and that the total of | 


jobless workers will begin a steady decrease. 
Mr. Baruch explains the outlook for the 

business future in his succinct reply to the 

question, “has the country reached the bottom

END THE EARLY PRIMARY EVIL 

Today, Atlanta and Fulto. county voters 
will nominate three county commissioners and 
three municipal court judges and will elect a 
successor to the late Sheriff James I. Lowry. 
The six candidates to be nominated will not 
take office until January 1. 

The voters will also decide a referendum, to 
declare their opinion on the early primary ques- 
tion. They will mark ballots showing whether 
they approve of such a primary as this, almost 
10 months before the new terms begin, or 
whether they would prefer to make their choice 
in the fall, with a shorter “lame duck” period 
for the incumbents. 

In the interest of good government the early 
primary evil should be ended. The movement 
to do this is supported by many leading civic 
organizations and advocates of better govern- 
ment conditions. 

It is, almost entirely, an issue between the 
citizens who seek the best possible govern- 
ment and the professional office holders and 
politicians, who seek only to perpetuate-them- 
selves in their jobs. 

Good government demands that the people 
vote after the issues have fully developed, with 
full knowledge of the problems to be settled. 
Seekers after better government thus advocate 
a primary as close to the date of assumption 
of office as possible. 

Politicians prefer that issues be indefinite, 
that the voters feel little. interest in the pri- 
mary. For then the political voting blocs, the 
families, employes and all the adherents to’ a 
personal group, will vote for their man solidly, 
when the general, unorganized voters are apt 
to stay away from the polls. 

In the interest of closer contact between the 
people and their government and for greater 
responsibility by officials to the will of the 
voters, be sure to visit the polls today and cast 
a ballot against the indefensible early primary 
system. 


DEMOCRATIC ARGENTINA 

Happy augury comes in the news from the 
Argentine, where a new president, Roberto M. 
Ortiz, in his inaugural speech, declared his faith 
in democratic institutions. That this was not 
an empty phrase was immediately demon- 
strated when sweeping orders announced an 
end to the secrecy and censorship which marked 
the regime of ex-President Augustin P. Justo. 

With many observers professing concern at 
the apparent spread of Fascism through the 
republics to the south, this phrase, with its 
attendant action emphasizing its definiteness, 
is doubly reassuring. 

Despite a heavy German population, more 
strongly retaining its ties with the fatherland 
than any other nationality, not to mention a 
large number of Italian immigrants, Argentina 
has long shown a capacity to maintain a sense 
of balance in the face of upsetting conditions. 

Probably this is due in large part to the 
great influence of English and American resi- 
dents of the country, and to an alert and en- 
lightened press. One of the greatest papers 
published in the Spanish language, La Prensa, 
is printed in Buenos Aires, a city of rare beauty 
and culture. During the World War vast quan- 
tities of foodstuffs were shipped from Argentina 
to the British Isles, although the country re- 
mained strictly neutral. 

That the change in governmental procedure 
comes at this time is reassuring in view of dis- 
concerting upheavals marking the internal con- 
duct of some other South American countries. 
It presages, it is hoped, a further realization 
that in democracy and in democratic institu- 
tions rests the happy future of this hemisphere.

F. D. R. BACKS JACKSON WASHINGTON, March 1.—In 


spite ofethe howl of conservative 
rage provoked by Robert H. Jackson’s candidacy for the governor- 
ship of New York, President, Roosevelt is taking an increasingly 
personal interest in the political future of his able young legal aide. 
At first it looked as though the President. might be countenancing 
the Jackson candidacy on an “if you win, I’m for you” basis. But 
the facts behind the recent young Democrats’ dinner for Mr. Jack- 
son indicate rather clearly that the President is ready to fight on 
Mr. Jackson’s side himself. The truth is that the whole resources 
of the White House were mobilized to make the dinner a success. 

Political dinners are probably the dreariest form of entertain- 
ment ever evolved by the tortured ingenuity of the human race. 
Nevertheless, they can be distinctly important, simply because the 
names on the guest list show who is for the guest of honor and 
who is against him. This is especially true when political rivals 
are entertaining competitively, as they were on the night of the fes- 
tival for Mr. Jackson. 

While Mr. Jackson was being wined and dined in New York, 
Attorney General John J. Bennett was eating and orating under 
the auspices of the Brooklyn American Legion, and Governor Her- 
bert H. Lehman was being feasted in Albany by the state civil serv- 
ice employes. The three men are the outstanding possibilities for 
New York Democracy’s gubernatorial choice next fail, so the fact 
that the President did everything in his power to recruit Mr. Jack- 
son’s guest list has more interest than an ordinary social note. 


HINTS TO POLITICAL HOSTS A whole hand-book on the 


nature of political hospitality 
could be compiled as a commentary on the New York dinner for 
Mr. Jackson. It was originally planned by the chief Jackson back- 
ers—the powerful left-wing advisers of the White House—as a 
small gathering of men of money. One of the chief objections to* 
the Jackson candidacy raised by orthodox Democratic leaders like 
Postmaster General James A. Farley was that it would frighten 
the fat cats. The idea was to show Mr. Farley and his colleagues 
that Jackson could attract the cash to the party campaign chest as 
well as the next man.

The plan for a small gathering of potential fat cats was hastily 
abandoned shortly after young Roosevelt’s departure southward, 
when the White House left-wingers heard of the competing dinner 
parties to be given the same evening.

The agreement raised the mini- 
mum pay of the extra from $3.20 
a day to $5.50 and established a 
minimum of.$25 a day for per- 
sons who have lines to speak. The 
extras and bit players collected an 
aggregate increase of $3,000,000 
last year, and the fortunate rich 
are proud of the fact that these 
benefts were wrung from the pro- 
ducers and handed down to the 
poor members of the profession by 
their willingness to violate their 
signed contracts and strike.

AN INDUSTRY WORTH SAVING 
(From the Detroit Free Press.) 

American and Canadian commercial fishermen 
take some 120,000,000 pounds of fish out of the 
Great Lakes annually, valued at approximately 
$8,000,000. 

And yet, as the result of lack of proper regu- 
lation, this important industry, conservation ex- 
perts warn, faces extinction. 

The outlook for it is so serious that repre- 
sentatives of the United States and Canadian gov- 
ernments, as well as the governments of Ontario 
and of the eight states bordering on the Great 
Lakes, will meet in Detroit this week to agree 
upon a uniform program to save the industry 
through protection of small fish. 

The selection of a Michigan city for this meet- 
ing is a tribute to Michigan’s leadership in short- 
ening its fishing season and insisting on large- 
mesh nets, a leadership which some of the other 
states have not seen fit to follow. 

The decline of the whitefish catch from 3,500,- 
000 to less than 500,009 pounds annually is only 
one measure of the fate in store for the Great 
Lakes fisheries if something effective is not 
promptly done to curb the ravages of cut-throat 
competition among the fishermen, who seem to 
act on the assufnption that a fish in the net is 
worth two in the water. 

The end of that sort of thing is bound to be 
the extinction of the stock of commercial fish in 
the lakes—and, with it, the destruction of the 
profitable business of supplying tables with pisca- 
torial delicacies fresh from local waters.

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Scandinavian Studies 


A Strange Hotel Strike Reigns in Sweden, One 
in Which the Owners Close Down and 
‘Lockout’ Their Workers. 


This is the fourth of a series by Ralph McGill, sports editor of The 
Constitution, who is in Scandinavian countries under a Rosenwald Fel-

STOCKHOLM, Sweden—(By Mail).—There seems to be 
no good reason for ignoring current events while on a search 
for the sources and methods of workable social legislation, as 
employed by the north countries.

BEHIND “LOCKOUT” 

The liquor laws of Sweden, 
models for all others, are behind 
this unique strike in the hotel and 
cafe trades. It is a strike by the 
owners—not the workers. So, per- 
haps it is best to term it a “lock- 
out.” This isn’t exactly a correct 
term, but it comes nearer to ex- 
plaining it, perhaps. The hotels 
were locked up by their owners. 
So were the cafes. 

The really unique feature of it 
all is that the workers thought the 
owners were exactly right. They

and mot in anger, locked their 
doors. 

Now, the city of Stockholm is a 
city of about 700,000, if we include 
|its populous areas known as 
“Greater Stockholm.” And it is a 
bit odd to find all the restaurants 
‘closed and all the hotels locked 
‘tight. The only places open are 
‘the beer cafes. Beer is regarded 
-as a harmless drink, which it is. 
And the small “konditori,” which 
‘sells coffee and sweet cakes, is to 
'be found, in most instances, on the 
job. But no food is to be had, no 
vegetables, no steaks, no “smor- 
gast,” no soups or fish dishes. 
Everything is “Stangt” on account 
of a labor dispute. The beer cafes, 
‘incidentally, do not sell any food 
‘at all, Just beer. 


|CAUSE OF STRIKE 
NOT IN NEWSPAPERS 


No mention at all is made in the 
papers of the real cause of the 
strike. The people laugh about it. 
The newspapers ran pilc- 
‘tures of parliament with mem- 
‘bers bringing food from home. 
And the prime minister was in a 
-eartoon which showed him going 
‘to his office with a fishing pole 
over one shoulder and hanging 
‘from the pole were sausages, bread 
and a thermos jug. It was all good- 


‘natured. They have got beyond | 


‘violence in labor disputes here. 
|'And that’s a very good thing, too, 
| because when your phlegmatic 
'Scandinavian does get angry he is 
a rather tough customer to handle. 
The strike, or lockout, just didn’t 
seem right. There ought to be 
some reason for things and a ho- 
tel just doesn’t lock up and close 
up for a couple of months unless 
'there is something fundamentally 
wrong somewhere. A city of near- 
ly three-quarters of a million peo- 
ple, and all the other cities in an 
entire nation doesn’t just see all 
its hotels and restaurants close 
without something being done. 
And nothing was being done. 
The workers were sitting in the 
beer cafes or in the konditoris or 
at home. Parliament was in ses- 
sion. The guests, who had been 
notified before the lockout, were 
gone. (For two weeks no one has 
come to Stockholm but now a few 
are beginning to arrive.) 
| The strike, or lockout, was just 
/an ordinary item. It was buried 
‘over on the inside of the paper 
| along with the story about the best 
‘recipe for puddings. It just wasn’t 
‘news. And that, mind you, in a 
'town with six newspapers and in 
‘a nation which reads papers as 
/much as any nation on the earth.

PAPERS PLAY STRIKE? 

I could imagine Atlanta, Ga., 
or Dallas, Texas, or Minneapolis, 
Minn., or Louisville, Ky., with 
every hotel and restaurant closed, 
and I could imagine where the 
story would be in the morning 
and afternoon papers. It wouldn’t 
be inside with the liver pill ads. 

So, I started asking a few 
questions here and there. And 
the result was that out of it came 
a story concerning old John Bar- 
leycorn, the old gentleman with 
the red nose, who is to be found 
in every clime and on every land. 
Here they had him hobbled and 
branded and used as a sort of 
minor mint to keep one corner 
of the state’s strong box filled. 

But Old John, who actually is 
well-behaved here under a set of 
laws which are rather sane, in 
most respects, is at the basis of 
'the strangest strike in all labor 
‘history. The details will have to 
go over into the next article.

Farm Control 
Questions 


The Constitution, in co-opera- 
tion with the Extension Service of 
the Unitersity System of Georgia, 
presents here the seventh set of a 
series of questions and answers 
designed to clarify for Georgia 
farmers the recently-enacted cot- . 
ton and tobacco acreage control 
legislation. 


Q. What time will the polls be 
open in the cotton and tobacco 
referenda March 12? 

A. The polls will open early in 
the morning at an hour to be an- 
nounced locally. All voting places, 
however, must be opened not later 
than 9 a. m. and must be closed 
promptly at 7 p. m., local time. 

Q. Will voting by mail be al- 
lowed in the cotton and tobacco 
referenda March 12? 

A. There will be no voting by 
mail, proxy or agent, but a duly 
| authorized officer of a corporation, 
firm, association, or other legal 
entity may cast its vote. 

Q. In case several persons par- 
ticipated in making a crop of cot- 
ton or tobacco last year will all 
of them be allowed to vote in the 
March referenda? 

A. In case several persons, such 
as husband, wife, and children, 
participated in the production of 
cotton or flue-cured tobacco in 
1937 under a lease or share-crop- 
ping agreement, only the person 
or persons who actually signed or 
entered into the lease or share- 
cropping agreement may vote. 

Joint Voting. 

Q. In case two or more persons 
jointly raised cotton or flue-cured 
tobacco in 1937, will all of them 
be entitled to vote in the March 
12 referenda? 

A. In the event two or more 
persons engaged in producing cot- 
ton or flue-cured tobacco in 1937 
jointly, in common, or in commu- 
nity, each such person is entitled 
to vote.

act of 1938 seeks to promote a 


Stable reserves of food. It seeks 
ito minimize fluctuations in sup- 
plies and prices of farm commod- 
ities in interstate and foreign com- 
merce and thus stabilize and in- 
crease farm income and buying 
power. It strengthens previous 
farm legislation and. supplements 
it with measures : stabilizing 
supplies of five major‘farm com- 
modities—cotton, wheat, corn, to- 
bacco and rice. 
Soil Conservation. 

Q. Is the old soil-conservation 
program under the new farm act? 

A. Yes. The soil-conservation 
program is continued as before, 
with amendments that make man- 
‘datory a number of procedures 
| that were formerly left to the dis- 
cretion of the secretary of agricul- 
ture. Such amendments call for 
the use of democratically elected 
local and county committees, for 
a specific division of available 
funds among the various farm 
crops, for fixed increases in soil- 
conservation payments to owners 
of small farms, and for definite 
limitation of the payments to oper- 
ators of large farms. In addition 
to such changes in the soil con- 
servation and domestic allotment 
act, the new act provides a num- 
ber of new measures for the fur- 
ther protection of the nation’s pro- 
ducers and consumers as well as 
of the nation’s soil. Such provis- 
ions ‘deal mainly with the sta- 
bilization of farm marketing so as 
to avoid the harmful extremes of 
scarcity and wasteful excess. 

Loans Are Mandatory. 

Q. Are crop loans mandatory 
under the new farm act? 

A. Yes. One of the new pro- 
visions calls for mandatory loans 
to farmers on stored commodities 
to enable them to withohld their 
surplus production from the mar- 
ket until that surplus is actually 
needed. Such loans apply to cot- 
ton, corn and wheat. The loans 
have lower and upper limits of 
52 and 75 per cent of parity price, 
and are to be made when specified 
surpluses are evident. The loans 
are to be made by the Commodity 
Credit Corporation, which may 
also make loans on other commod- 
ities at rates fixed by the secre- 
tary of agriculture. As a protec- 
tion for the government invest- 
ment in loans, no loans are to be 
made for any commodity if pro- 
ducers veto the marketing quota 
for the commodity. 

Making Allotments. 

Q. Does the new farm act spec- 
ify how cotton allotments are to 
be made, or is this left up to the 
secretary? 

A. The provisions of the act 
specify how the bale allotment is 
'to be divided among the growers. 
‘In general, it is to be apportioned 
among the states according to past 
production; each state allotment 
i'then (converted -into acreage 
'terms) is to be apportioned among 
‘the counties according to past 
/acreage; and the county allotments 
are to be given to farmers on the 
basis of tilled acreage not used for 
tobacco, wheat or rice. 

Q. Does the new farm act fix

Get Your Iodin. 

I have called on many of the 
leading druggists and none can 
furnish tablets” containing one 
grain of sodium iodid—they have 
only five-grain tablets.

Answer—yYes. But why not use 
plain old-fashioned brown tincture 
of iodin (or spell it iodine if you 
have lots of time on your hands)? 
It is simple enough to take a drop 
or two of ordinary iodin in a half 
glassful of water two or three 
times a week or ju-t once a week, 
as a suitable ration of iodin.

The shows are given to entertain 
those who watch, not to show 


their ancestors. 

The puppets are cut from leath- 
er, usually from the hide of the 
water buffalo. Among them are 
wicked “monsters,” as well as 
dolls of more or less human shape. 

Old legends are acted out at 
the shows. Many children in Java 
do not go to school, but few, if 
any, miss the shadow plays. By 
watching them, the boys and girls 
obtain at least a little “educa-- 
tion.” They learn something of the 
old myths of their country. 

A hero named Raden Panji is 
perhaps. the best-loved puppet. He © 
is a prince with great powers of 
fighting. In combats with other 
princes he always wins, and he 
also knocks down demons, 

In recent times, some plays 
have been given without screens. 
Wood, instead of leather, is used 
in making puppets which perform 
in full sight of those who watch. 

Still another kind of play is 
known as the “wayang wong.” 
Living people take the parts of 
the dolls, and travel from place 
to place to give shows.
